THE parents of 
a 
child 
with 
cereb ral palsy or b rain injury are 
to b e pitied no less than the child 
himself hot at the same time they 
should b e taught 
the

despair. 
They can well b e encouraged b y 
the progress now b eing made in the 
training of such children for normal 
life. Such training may take a long 
time b ut if persisted in with pa­ 
tience, it will b ring Improvement.

« We want to go to Palestine,” they 
chorused. 
When asked if they wished to 
be farmers they replied: 
• We don’t care what we do, so 
long as we get to 
Palestine.” 
Well, it strikes me that one of the 
fu n d am en tal reasons for this dis­ 
play of determination 
is spiritual. 
In any event my 
observation leads 
me to believe that this certainly is 
true of the orthodox Jew. Palestine 
has been the spiritual homeland of 
the Jews for 4,000 years, since the 
time of the Patriarch Abraham who 
emigrated 
from 
Mesopotamia 
to 
Can aan 
It is the place where 
many orthodox Jews would like to 
be buried if that wefte feasible.

there. Still, the little country does 
provide a refuge for thousands of 
Jews who hare been rendered home­ 
less and set adrift by the Hitlerian 
aggression which had as one erf its 
horrible objectives the destruction 
of all Jewish peoples whom the Nazi 
barbarian could reach. 
And these victims of Hitler aren’t 
the only ones who long for new 
homes. 
Did you ever visit any of 
the eastern European cities which 
have restricted the Jews to the 
ghettos? 
I have, and conditions 
have been teirible. 
Not only that 
but often the Jewish quarters have 
been swept by fierce programs, due 
to racial hatreds. 
So provision of a refuge for the 
needy is a second reason for the 
desire to establish a national home. 
And then there seems to me to be 
yet another—the pride of seeing a 
Hebrew government once more func­ 
tioning in the land of the great 
kings, Saul and David and Solomon. 
Of course, there is another side 
to the story—the Arabs side. The 
Arabs, who outnumSer the Jews in 
Palestine about two to one and 
also have their spiritual and na­ 
tionalistic claims, are dead against 
a partition of the country and the 
establishment of a separate Jewish 
state. Thus it is that we find the 
British mandate over Palestine end­ 
ing in bloody strife between Jews 
and Arabs, and with prospects of an 
even worse upheaval before flie 
issue is settled.

Following is a chronology of 
decisive events in the recent his­ 
tory of Palestine: 
Nov. 2, 1917—Balfour declar­ 
ation announced Britain's sup­ 
port of Zionism and a national 
home for Jews in Palestine. 
Dec. 11, 1917—Gen. Sir Ed­ 
mund Allenby’s entered Jeru­ 
salem 
after 
British conquest 
of Palestine, ending 500 years 
of Turkish rule. 
July 1. 1920—British civil gov­ 
ernment set up in Holy Land. 
July 24, 1922—British man* 
date in Palestine confirmed by 
League of Nations. 
Sept. 29, 1923—Mandate of­ 
ficially placed in force. 
May 17, 19 39 - British white 
paper declaring end to Jewish 
immigration to Holy Land after 
five-year period. 
Nov. 29. 1947—United Nations 
general assembly voted to parti­ 
tion Palestine and set up In­ 
dependent 
Jewish 
and 
Arab 
states. 
March 19, 1948 —United States 
UN delegation withdrew support 
of partition plan. 
May 14, 1948 —The new Jewish 
state of Israel was proclaimed. 
British troops left Jerusalem. 
British Higher 
Commissioner 
Sir Alan Cunningham boarded 
a British cruiser at Haifa, sig­ 
naling the end of the British 
mandate, effective at midnight. 
Jewish troops fought for con­ 
trol of Jerusalem. 
Arab states 
mtissed their forces for invasion. 
May 15, 
1948 —Arab organ­ 
ized armies entered Palestine, 
severe fighting was in prospect 
for the new Jewish state.

Lewis. Southern Operators

tract talks between John L. Lewis 
and the soft coal operators were 
deadlocked

lied to support president E. Moody 
of the Southern Coal Producers as­ 
sociation In his effort to Join the 
talks. 
The present contract, cov­ 
ering 400,000 soft coal miners ex ­ 
pires June 30, 
There was a possibility that some 
mine owners might shift their po­ 
sition before an actual showdown 
developed, but if they stand their 
ground, 
the 
negotiations 
which 
Lewis called yesterday are definitely 
headed for the rocks. 
Lewis made that plain. 
He said 
that Moody and the Southern asso­ 
ciation had not signed the 1947 
agreement and therefore should not 
help to negoUate a new (Hie. The 
14 local groups making 
up 
the 
SCPA signed the old contract in­ 
dividually. Lewis said they should 
delegate a person—not “a holding 
company"—to speak for them. 
Although a newcomer to the ne­ 
gotiation conferences, 
Moody 
has 
tangled 
with 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers chief before. 
He charged 
Lewis with unfair labor practices 
for not permitting him to attend 
negotiations during the recent pen­ 
sion dispute. 
But Lewis said that 
the 
14 
southern groups had signed the 1947 
contract which requires them to ne­ 
gotiate a new one if the miners want 
it. He added that failure to be 
represented a t the bargaining con­ 
ference would be a violation of the 
contract.

OREGON CAMPAIGN 
FLARES WHITE HOT 


Siassen Say s Combination 
Opposes Him; Dewey 
Denies Charge 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 19—Ore­ 
gon's presidential

Stassen and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
loosed final salvoes in the battle 
for Friday’s Republican ballots.

Accuses Combine 
Stassen said publicly for the first 
time last night that “it is apparent 
that we (Stassen forces) face a com­ 
bination of opposition.” He named 
Senator T aft of Ohio as a member 
of the combine and 
said it was 
formed after the Nebraska primary. 
He added; “It has directed its lull 
force on this Oregon primary.” He 
spoke at Rose burg in Southern Ore­ 
gon. 
Dewey’s answer was made to re­ 
porters a t St. Helens, where he ap­ 
peared last night.
